370 NGC 1934 MS 64. Highly lustrous and void of serious 
abrasions. 

371 PCGS 1935 MS 65. Clean and frosty with a sprinkling of 
russet toning about the rims. 

372 PCGS 1935-S MS 65. Well toned in a mixture of reddish-gold 
and lemon-yellow, with few appreciable marks. 

373 PCGS 1935-S MS 65. A lustrous gem with streaks of soft 
golden-violet toning down both sides.

Lustrous and light in 
color.

381 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64. Light orange-gold 
over most of the surfaces with just a tinge of olive at the 
margins. 

382 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64. An attractive, upper- 
end coin with great color and luster. 


GOLD DOLLARS 

383 NGC 1850 MS 64. Scarcer than its mintage of almost a half 
million would indicate, the 1850 is quite difficult to locate in 
high grades, much more so than the 1849. This piece is fully 
struck, shows terrific luster, and has just a hint of light 
reddish color around the peripheries.

Fully struck with superb luster and lovely 
surfaces that show a slightly deeper patination than usual. 

385 NGC 1851-C MS 60. The '51-C is the most commonly 
encountered C-mint gold dollar and the date a type collector is 
most likely to encounter around mint state. This is an 
exceptionally strong strike for a Charlotte coin and almost 
deserving of being called fully struck. The luster is a bit dull 
and there are a couple of more obvious marks on each side, but 
all in all this is a pleasing, solid mint state coin. Trends $2,600. 

386 PCGS 1853 AU 55. Noticeably marked on the face of Liberty. 

387 PCGS 1853 MS 61. Sharply struck. 

388 PCGS 1853 MS 62. Full strike. 

389 PCGS 1853 MS 63. Fully struck, the centers are lighter in 
hue than the rich orange colored rims 

390 PCGS 1853 MS 64. Intricately detailed with exquisite two- 
toned coloration. The only noticeable surface defect is a small 
discolored spot on the bottom of the reverse. 

391 PCGS 1853 MS 64. A pleasing, fully original specimen, razor 
sharp in detail and exhibiting a subtle greenish-gold tint about 
the borders. 

392 PCGS 1853-0 MS 60. A common date O-mint gold dollar and a 
logical choice for a type piece. This coin is sharply defined in 
the centers, there are a few abrasions and luster scrapes on 
each side, and distinctive reddish color. Trends $625. 

393 PCGS 1854 Type One MS 62. Bright surfaces. 

394 NGC 1854 Type One MS 62. Rich reddish-orange color 

395 NGC 1854 Type Two MS 61. A well defined example of this 
short-lived and distinctive type coin. Overall well balanced 
with even color, good luster, and only faint evidence of die 
clashing. Trends $3,250 in MS 60. 

396 PCGS 1856 MS 64. Slanting 5. A relatively common issue, 
but, of course, of great interest in this grade as Type One 
dollars are a much needed type coin in higher condition. This 
coin has superb luster and a distinctive blend of orange-gold 
and steel-blue coloration. Downgraded by a couple of 
crisscrossing marks on the lower obverse. 

397 NGC 1857 MS 61. Somewhat scuffy in the fields and showing a 
copper alloy spot on each side. 

398 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 64. Well struck with much deep 
reddish color across both sides. 

399 PCGS 1879 MS 62. Moderately scarce with a low mintage of 
only 3,000 pieces. Prooflike fields with rich red and steel-blue 
color. 
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PROOF GOLD DOLLARS 

400 PCGS 1869 PR 64. The 1869 proof gold dollar is a major gold 
rarity, but it has all too often passed unnoticed as such. Only 
25 proofs were struck with an estimated 12-15 pieces believed 
extant today. The obverse has no contrast between the fields 
and devices, but the contrast on the reverse it is quite 
pronounced with good, but not outstanding, depth of 
reflectivity in the fields. There are just a few tiny contact 
marks and hairlines in the fields that account for the grade 
Population: 4 in 64, none are finer. 

401 NGC 1885 PR 64 Cameo. An outstanding proof copy of this 
popular date. The fields show an unfathomable depth of 
mirrored reflectivity, and this "blackish" depth contrasts 
strongly with the mint frost on the devices. Strong eye appeal 
overall with only the most trivial contact marks. Population: 7 
in 64, 8 finer. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 

402 PCGS 1808 MS 60. We expect fierce competition when this 
lot is offered. As all gold enthusiasts know, this date is always 
in strong demand by date collectors as well as type collectors. 
The usual grade is VF-XF with an occasional AU available, but 
mint state specimens are of the highest order of rarity with 
only 10 coins having been certified by the combined staffs of 
both the major services. The centers are strongly struck with 
finely detailed hair curls and full plumage on the eagle. As 
always, the borders are weak. Apparently this is a die flaw 
inherent in the design of the coin and may well have 
contributed to the early demise of the denomination in this 
year. Good luster with a few small marks in the fields. The 
only mentionable surface blemishes are a slightly curved lint 
mark on the lower neck of Liberty and a diagonal scratch on 
the horizontal shield lines 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

403 PCGS 1836 VF 35 

404 NGC 1836 MS 64. An outstanding condition rarity. Classic 
quarter eagles are almost invariably found in XF or lower 
condition and solid mint state examples are exceedingly 
difficult to locate. This piece has lovely mint luster that rolls 
around the surfaces uninterrupted by any but the most trivial 
surface marks. There is some softness of strike on the hair 
curls, as usual, but the details are much stronger on the 
reverse than normally found. A premium example and an 
important coin for the advanced gold specialist. Population: 5 
in 64, none are finer. 

405 NGC 1839-D AU 50. A rare coin in all grades and definitely 
the rarest of the type above XF. This piece is quite well 
defined on the obverse hair curls and shows uniform, but 
slight, softening of details on the eagle's plumage on the 
reverse. There are no obvious or detracting marks on either 
side and the outer devices show a lovely accent of pale rose 
patination. Undoubtedly one of the finer examples known of 
this rare issue. Trends $6,750. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

406 NGC 1848 AU 55. The low mintage 1848 (7,497 pieces) has 
long been considered a rarity in the Liberty quarter eagle 


series. This is perhaps a bit overplayed in lower grades, but 
AU and better examples of this date are legitimately rare. The 
coin offered here shows much prooflikeness in the fields and a 
slight touch of red around the devices. A bit softly struck as 
usual. Trends $2,600 in AU 50, $7,750 in MS 60. 

407 PCGS 1850 XF 45. Slightly soft in the centers with faint 
remnants of prooflikeness in the fields. A scarcer issue them is 
commonly believed. Trends $225 in XF 40, $475 in AU 50. 

408 PCGS 1850-0 XF 40. Very scarce in all grades. Softly struck, 
as usual, but atypically free from the normally heavy 
abrasions seen on most examples. Deep reddish color accents 
the highpoints of the devices on each side. Trends $525. 

409 PCGS 1852 AU 58. Good color and oh so close to full mint 
state. 

410 PCGS 1854 MS 64. Satiny and exceptionally clean, with a 
pinkish tint most noticeable across the obverse. The 1854 is far 
more difficult as a date than higher mintage issues such as the 
1853 and 1861 among early Liberty quarter eagles. Gems are 
of the utmost rarity. Population: 8 in 64, none higher. 

411 PCGS 1854-0 AU 50. The '54-0 is one of the few branchmint 
issues from this era that can be located in AU condition and 
still not cost more than a thousand dollars. This coin has much 
reddish color, few blemishes, and is reasonably well struck. 
Trends $765. 

412 PCGS 1854-0 AU 55. Medium orange-gold color with good 
remaining luster. There are a few scattered field marks and a 
small planchet depression on the reverse. One of the more 
available O-mints from this era. Trends $765 in AU 50, $1,750 
in MS 60. 

413 NGC 1857 AU 58. Well struck on the obverse with a 
combination of semi-prooflikeness and cartwheel in the fields. 

414 PCGS 1861 MS 62. Sharply struck. 

415 NGC 1862 VF 35. Slightly soft in the centers. The 1862 is 
considerably scarcer than one would imagine from the 
mintage. Trends $200 in VF 20, $425 in XF 40. 

416 NGC 1866-S XF 40. A moderately scarce issue that is usually 
not available any finer than XF. This piece has the striking 
softness common to S-mint gold of this era and there are a few 
noticeable marks, the most obvious one being in the center of 
the cheek. Trends $1,300. 

417 NGC 1873 MS 63. Open 3. Fully struck with clean features, 
but not quite lustrous enough to grade any higher. The more 
commonly encountered of the two varieties. Trends $1,650. 

418 PCGS 1877-S MS 61. Fully struck with dazzling prooflike 
fields. Only slightly scarce. 

419 NGC 1878 MS 62. Problem-free surfaces. 

420 NGC 1878 MS 62. Well struck. 

421 NGC 1878 MS 64. Only lightly abraded, the coin has superb 
mint luster and distinctive reddish color over both sides. 
Reasonably well struck for a coin of this era with slight 
softness evident on the eagle's leg. Population: 16 in 64, 9 
finer 

422 NGC 1883 AU 58. Sharply struck with pronounced reddish 
color. Scarce, with a mintage of only 1,920 pieces.

TRUST on a scroll above the eagle. Struck in copper with a 
reeded edge. This piece has mellowed evenly in color to a 
lovely reddish-brown. The surfaces are immaculate, the only 
flaw we can find being a tiny spot of carbon in the reverse field 
between the eagle's neck and left wing. 

860 PCGS 1862 Indian Cent, Judd-290, R.7, AU 58. A 

metallurgical die trial, struck from the regular dies but in 
copper rather than copper-nickel, and of course, with a plain 
edge. Deep color on both sides. 

"861 PCGS 1863 Two-Cents, Judd-305, R.4, PR 64 Brown. The 
popular Washington obverse with GOD AND OUR COUNTRY 
at the top; the reverse is similar to the adopted design but the 
word CENTS is sharply curved. Struck in bronze with a plain 
edge. Glossy brown surfaces with some deeper color 
surrounding the peripheral devices. 

862 PCGS 1866 Five-Cents, Judd-508, R.7, PR 64 Red and 
Brown. Struck from the regular dies but without the rays on 
the reverse. Struck in copper with a plain edge. The original 
red has mellowed evenly on the obverse, but the reverse still 
retains much of the original flash mingled with a few bluish 
streaks. Probably not an R.7 any longer, but now considered 
an R.5. Still, an important transitional die trial. 

863 PCGS 1868 Ten-Cents, Judd-646, R.7, PR 64. An unusual 
and rare pattern with a small shield and inverted wreath on 
the obverse and a legend that reads EXCHANGED FOR U.S. 
NOTES. The reverse is laid out in a peculiar fashion also with 
ONE DIME in the center, a six-pointed star above, the date 
below, and all surrounded by a wreath of cotton, corn, and 
tobacco. Struck in aluminum with a plain edge. The surfaces 
are bright and flashy, and there are no traces of oxidation. A 
rare and interesting pattern. 

864 PCGS 1869 Ten-Cents, Judd-712, R.6, PR 64. A Standard 
Silver dime with Liberty wearing a coronet, motto below on 
the obverse. The reverse has the usual Standard Silver 
arrangement of design elements. Struck in aluminum with a 
reeded edge. There are a few wispy hairlines that account for 
the grade, but the surfaces overall are bright and highly 
reflective. 

865 PCGS 1869 Ten-Cents, Judd-716A, R.8, PR 63. One of only 
three pieces known. We were unable to trace which of the 
three known pieces this one is, but note that there is a small 
spot above the right upright of N in NIC. and a curved scratch 
in the right reverse field. The obverse die is similar to the 
regular design but there is no date in the exergual area. The 
reverse reads simply SIL./NIC./COP./1869. Struck in silver 
(rather than Koulz's alloy as the J-716 pieces) with a reeded 
edge. Lightly toned about the peripheries. There are myriad 
die polishing marks raised in the fields-a characteristic of all 
716A pieces. 

866 PCGS 1870 Five-Cents, Judd-812, R.6, PR 63 Brown. The 
Barber Standard Silver design with Liberty seated with hand 
resting on a shield and Liberty pole behind. The reverse has 5 
CENTS in the center surrounded by a wreath of cotton and 
corn. Struck in copper with a plain edge. Deeply toned over 
most of the surfaces. 

867 PCGS 1870 Dime, Judd-861, R.6, PR 64. Standard Silver 
design with diademed head of Liberty and date on reverse. 
Struck in silver with a reeded edge. Deeply toned with much 
underlying iridescence evident. 

PCGS 1870 Ten-Cents, Judd-866, R.6, PR 65. Standard 
Silver design with diademed head of Liberty and the usual

absolutely no traces of oxidation. A lovely aluminum pattern. 

869 PCGS 1878 One-Dollar, Judd-1554. R.5, PR 65. Barber's 
design for the silver dollar with large head of Liberty wearing 
a coronet. The reverse has a distinctive erect eagle with E 
PLURIBUS UNUM in Gothic lettering. Struck in silver with a 
reeded edge. This is an original piece that is deeply toned in a 
multitude of colors. A fascinating dollar pattern. 

870 PCGS 1879 Fifty-Cents, Judd-1600, R.7, PR 63 Brown. 

The Morgan design as adopted for the head of the dollar of 
1878, but adapted to the smaller format of the half dollar. The 
reverse features an erect eagle with raised wings. Struck in 
copper with a reeded edge. Deeply reflective fields, the coin is 
obviously original and shows a multicolored speckled 
patination with deep charcoal accents around the peripheries. 

871 PCGS 1884 One-Cent, Judd-1721, R.6, PR 66. Pattern cent 
with a hole pierced through the center of an irregular 
circumference. Simply inscribed on each side with no central 
design (obviously). Struck in nickel with a plain edge. Superb 
white surfaces of pristine splendor.
